The Andover Council of 
Churches is planning to dissolve 
its corporate structure in order 
to move in two needed directions 
in the life of the Andover religious 
community, it was announced by 
its president, Keith Gould. 

The Council will dissolve at the 
time that its member churches 
join the Greater Lawrence Council 
of Churches and after an Andover 
organization representing all re- 
ligious faiths is brought into being. 

A committee comprising Rev. J. 
Everett Bodge, vice president of 
the council and minister of South 
Church, and Rev, J. Edison Pike, 
rector of Christ Church, is working 
on plants to effect the transition 
from the local Council to the Law=- 
rence Council and to consult with 
local priests, ministers and rabbis 
to form an Andover interfaith body. 
Rev. Mr. Pike in speaking for the 
committee said, ‘*The demo- 
graphic facts of life more and more 
make Andover a part of Greater 
Lawrence, A _ local Council of 
Churches no longer makes sense 
in our. metropolitan area, We 
should be facing the religious and 
sociological problems of the whole 
Greater Lawrence area, rather 
than an isolated part of it,’’ 

Three years ago the Council 
had been involved in a community 
controversy in which it had sought 
to maintain its orthodox Christian 
character. The Council leaders 
agreed that this controversy had 
speeded up a process which would 
have happened eventually, Rev, Mr. 
Bodge said, ‘‘Andover is growing 
so quickly in numbers of people 
ahdiereligious groups that in these 
ecumenical days Andover has to 
have a group-where not only 
Protestants but Catholics and Jews 
as well can find means of under- 
standing and working together.”’ 

The Andover Couneil of Churches 
was founded in 1943, One of its 
accomplishments was the Weekday 
School of Biblical Studies which 
graduated thousands of students 
with a detailed knowledge of the 
Bible, For many years it sponsored 
the Good Friday and Thanksgiving —

At Addison Gallery 


Silver Collection Theft Probed 


Local, state and federal officials 
are continuing their probe into the 
theft of silver in a mysterious 
break at the Addison. Gallery of 
American Art, Phillips Academy. 

While a firm figure on the loss 
of the close to 50 items stolen 
Saturday morning was not avail- 
able, it is estimated to be in ex- 
cess of $250,000, 

The items, including a Paul 
Revere silver seal of the academy, 
are of historic value and itis feared 
they have been taken out of state, 

It is the second break at the 
gallery within the year, The same 
silver items were stolen in 
February, returned and a man 
indicted for his participation in 
the theft, 

The break Saturday has 
mysterious circumstances sur-= 
rounding it, There was no evidence 
of forced entry or exit, Possibly 
the thieves may have secreted 
themselves in the building prior to 
its closing, 


Exit almost leads officials to 
believe a key was used, 

The silver was taken from dis- 
play cases, one of which was 
smashed, 

The burglar alafm system, 
tested the day before, was never 
activated, The alarm is set off 
through forced entry and alerts the 
local police, It is sensitive enough 
to detect water dripping from a dis= 
play in the gallery foyer, 

The items stolen include 
tankards, platters, cups and bowls, 
all of high historic value, 

A list of the items has been 
supplied to enforcement agencies 
and also to museums,

Two items stolen fromthe cases

It is feared that the items will 
be sold, more than likely outside 
the state,

tion against this winter pest namely 
fencing and repellent sprays, 

The damage this pest causes is 
a girdling or encircling of the stem 
by gnawing the bark causing the 
vital process streams of the plant 
to be broken, resulting in death, 
They also nip off upper branches 
within reach, 

Of the two protective measures, 
fencing is the most widely used, 
A cylinder constructed around the 
tree at least two feet and prefer= 
ably three feet high should be 
erected using a fine gauge poultry 
netting available at most hardware 
stores, This should be anchored 
firmly at ground level and be at 
least 6°* away from the bark sur= 
face of the plant. The size of the 
plant will dictate how large a dia= 
meter of fence is needed, One 
further thought, is that of fence 
maintenance, During the winter, 
as the snow deepens, * you should 


periodically tramp a path*around. 


the outside diameter of the fence 
to form sort of a moat so these 
pests cannot walk along the snow 
surface and work above the fence 
top, 

Protection from rabbits may 
avoid disappointment of a damaged 
flowering crab-apple, Norway 
maple, euonymus, lilac or other 
prized plant in the Spring,

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Deer Are Subjected 


To ‘The Pill’ 


By Wayne Hanley 


The man who took up a rifle 
sixty years ago to hunt his first 
deer hardly could have believed 
that in 1968 a white-tailed deer 
herd at Sandusky, Ohio, was being 
fed birth-control pills to keep its 
population within bounds, 

In fact, in 1908 the white-tailed 
deer herds in the United States 
were at an all-time low, The total 
number of white-tails from Canada 
to Mexico was estimated at 
500,000, They were the remnants 
of an_ original North American 
white-failed deer population that 
may have totalled 40 million, 

Through the past 60 years, deer 
have increased - at times ex- 
plosively = but in the last decade 
the nationwide population has 
levelled off and possibly declined 
slightly, Current estimates place 
the national total somewhere near 
six million white-tails, 

One occasionally hears the 
statement that ‘‘there are more 
deer today thap there were in 
colonial days,’* The validity of the 
statement depends upon the area 
to which it is applied, Certainly 
there are not more deer in Con= 
necticut or Rhode Island, While 
Massachusetts is better supplied 
with deer than its southern neigh- 
bors, it too has far fewer than it 
had in celonial days, 

In northern New England, the 
possibility that there are more 
deer now - or that there were 
more deer a decade ago when 
numbers seem to have been even 
greater - may be debatable, Cer- 
tainly early American estimates 
described the northern halves of 
Maine, New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont as sparsely populated with 
deer, Today due to lumbering 
operations and similar openings in 
the northern forests, the northern 
sectors of these states probably 
have a larger than colonial deer 
population, The gain may not apply 
to the states as a whole, however, 
since the southern sectors, which 
were good deer country, now have 
fewer deer because land use has 
changed their colonial forest pat- 
terns. 

The fate of a deer herd is tied 
to land-use patterns, The early 
decline of white-tailed deer in New 
England which continued to the 
beginning of this century probably 
was due as much to clearance of 
land for agriculture as to unres- 
tricted market hunting, The pre- 
sent decline of deer = or supposed 
decline, since an _ absolutely 
accurate measurement is impossi- 
ble - probably coincides with a 
larger human population dis- 


persing into areas recently occu= 
pied by deer, If nothing else, the 
greater number of dogs that have’ 
accompanied the new housing with- 
in a deer herd’s range contributes 
to the decline,

Atherosclerosis 


Hardening of the arteries is gen- 
erally referred to by the medical 
term, “arteriosclerosis.”’ The mean- 
ing of this word is fairly obvious. 
since the Greek words “arteria” 
and “‘sklerosis” literally means ar- 
tery hardening. 

Atherosclerosis, on the other 
hand, is derived from the Greek 
word “athere” which means por- 
ridge. Thus, atherosclerosis refers 
to a specific type of arteriosclero- 
sis where porridge-like fatty sub- | 
stances are deposited in the inner 
layer of the artery. The fatty sub- 


stances contain considerable quan- 
tities of cholesterol which many | 
consider to be a prime cause of | 
atherosclerotic plaques in the walls 
of arteries,

Daylight 
Hours Grow 


Shorter 


If you’re beginning to feel that 
there isn’t enough time in the day 
to finish your Christmas shopping, 
you’ re probably right. 

‘The days are getting shorter, 
according to the Charles Hayden 
Planetarium at Boston’s Museum 
of Science, The shortest - with a 
mere nine hours, six minutes of 
daylight - is due Saturday, Dec, 21. 

That*s also the first day of 
winter, ushered in at 2 p.m. EST. 

At this winter solstice, the sun’s 
noontime position will be the lowest 
of the year for observers in the 
northern hemisphere, Since last 
June it has been moving a bit 
farther south each day. At 2 p.m, 
it will have reached its most south= 
erly point and will begin to move 
northward, Our days will start 
getting longer again and will keep 
on doing so until next June 21, the 
longest day of the year, 

While winter is beginning here 
in the northern hemisphere, 
summer is just starting south of 
the equator, where the seasons 
are the reverse of ours. 

Another December highlight is 
the Geminids Meteor Shower which 
will occur late tonight (Dec, 12) 
and during the wee hours of Fri-

R eading H vad R equests 


More Remedial Teachers 


The head of the reading pro- 
gram in the elementary schools 
has asked the school committee 
for a larger staff of remedial 
reading teachers for the 400 An- 
dover school children who need 
their help, 

In presenting her report, Mrs. 
Theresa Murphy also recom- 
mended re-evaluating the heavy 
phonics program used in Kinder- 
garten through second grade, to 
be sure it is the best way to 
produce ‘‘reading people.*’ 

Mrs. Murphy said more staff 
would be needed to give even 
minimal instruction to the roughly 
20% of the elementary school popu- 
lation who are reading below their 
potential, although not necessarily 
below grade level. She. predicted 
that adequate staff would also make 
it possible for remedial reading 
teachers to coordinate remedial 
instruction with the regular read- 
ing program and to act as resource 
people to the classroom teachers, 


Ounce of Prevention 

Mrs, Murphy told the school- 
men that potential reading pro- 
blems can be identified as early 
as kindergarten, As evidence she 
cited a pilot program in this area 
which Principal Joseph Notmandy 
is carrying out in the Sanborn 
School kindergarten, The Sanborn 
project, which was preceded by a 
summer workshop in preparation, 
is federally funded, 

The reading head pointed out 
that if this early identification is 
immediately followed by preven= 
tive- remedial help, many reading 
problems can be solved before 
they develop seriously, But this 
takes staff, 

Mrs, Murphy's recommendation 
+O re-evaluate the phonics pro- 
gram in the primary grades came

According to Mrs, Murphy, An- 
dover schools teach all elements 
of phonics by the end of the first 
grade, with review through the 
second and third grades, Some 
other towns teach children the 
elements of phonics in stages 
spread out over the first three 
grades, She said national statistics 
show the heavy early dose to be 
successful, but these are national 
statistics, not Andover statistics, 
and ‘twe do not know whether this 
is true for Andover children,” 

She urged developing evaluating 
criteria to be sure that our read- 
ing program is indeed the best 
program to produce well-rounded 
reading, 

Mrs, Murphy is in charge of 
the total reading program K-6, 
including both programs for 
children needing normal remedial 
help and those with special per- 
ceptual handicaps, 

School committeewoman Mrs, 
Virginia Cole asked what hap= 
pened to children beyond the sixth 
grade who had reading problems, 
It appears that the junior high 
schools are not yet part of a total 
reading program, but that some 
effort. is being made, as Super- 
intendent Edward I, Erickson re- 
ported that guidance and reading 
people from both junior and highs 
and the senior high participated 
in a 40-hour professional training 
course aimed at diagnosis and 
remediation of perceptually handi= 
capped students, 

Mrs, Murphy also described two 
facets of reading program going 
on in elementary schools now. 
There is,a slower-paced program 
of reading which a sympathetic 
teacher can offer to a child whom 
she has identified early as having 
some reading difficulties, so the 
child will be able to experience 
progress and success in a reading 
program, 

There is also an individualized 
reading program, a sophistication 
of the reading levels, with children 
doing independent reading, Mrs, 
Murphy hopes this program will 
expand as teachers are interested 
and ready, although she pointed 
out that this program involves an 
unusual amount of organization, on 
the teacher’s part. 

Dr. Katz assured Mrs, Murphy 
that the School Committee voted 
last year to expand the number of 
specialists in the elementary 
schools so that each area (library, 
music, art, phys-ed, reading) 
would have a specialist in each 
school by 1970.

Editorial Comment 


Sex --- 


— Is apparently a filthy, dirty, three letter word, preva- 
lent in today’s society, which now must be discussed and 
taught in school systems at a healthy cost to the taxpayer. 

Years ago, we recall, the responsibility for explanation 
of childbirth, the so-called, ‘‘birds and the bees,’’ talk, 
was left to parents, who apparently until recent years did 
a capable job. 

We do not quarrel with the need for sex education, the 
need for enlightenment for our young people on the dangers 
of drug abuse, alcohol and tobacco. 

But frankly, what has happened to our society? 

Why the fear of these problems in an affluent, learned 
society? 

Where ,have we gone wrong in this day and age that 
we must place these social problems in the classroom? 

Why does the state head of the department of public 
health have to come out with the comment that Massachu- 
setts is on the verge of an epidemic of social diseases? 

And why must these problems be placed in the already 
overburdened hands of — 


Teachers --- 


— Who are already attempting to meet’ the needs of to- 
day’s education. 

Modern education requires a teacher to be continually 
progressing with the trends of continuing modern education 
in all subject areas. ; 

The general public criticizes the classroom teachers for 
the allegedly enormous salaries they earn. Also, for the 
many vacations they have during the year — you know, 
the summer off, a Christmas vacation, mid-winter and 
spring weeks off, 

The critics fail to take into consideration the countless 
hours of preparation done at home to be ready to meet the 
class the next day. 

The hours spent in sometimes futile parent-teacher con- 
ferences. 

The hours spent in curriculum meetings to better pre- 
pare courses of study for today’s young people. 

For the most part, teachers are dedicated people serving 


the youth of the community, to educate and prepare them 
for an unusual and complex world. 

Now, apparently they are being asked to become, in ad- 
dition to educators — 


Parents --- 


A program proposed to the school committee last week, 
asks for almost $30,000 to institute a sex, drug abuse, 
alcohol and tobacco program for the public schools. 

It may or may not involve all the classroom teachers, but 
a director, or co-ordinator of the program, would be re- 
tained at a cost of $10,000. 

Such social information, we feel, is the responsibility 
of the home. 

As mentioned previously, these items were discussed in 
years past, in the friendly atmosphere of the home. 

Sex is not a dirty word. It is a wholesome subject to be 
discussed between parent and child in the environment of 
the homestead, not in the classroom. 

The dangers of drugs, alcohol and tobacco, also should 
be brought home to the child in the same atmosphere. 

Time appears to be running short for a return to the 
responsibility of the home and parenthood. 

Perhaps that lack of attention may be the cause of riot- 
ing, long-haired males, and mini-skirted females running 
rampant in defiance of authority. 

Let us make a return to the responsibility of the home, 
rather than turning sex, drug abuse, alcohol and tobacco 
instruction over to the teachers, who are not as close, or 
at least should not be, as parents. 

Parental responsibility must be recognized in these 
very vital areas. It is about time that we sat down and re- 
examined our position as parents, rather than leaving it 
up to the public to instruct the child in something that 
should be coming from home. .

The General Laws of the Com=- 
monwealth require the filing of 
applications for exemption of real 
estate taxes by disabled veterans

application and who were domi-« 
ciled in the property on Jan, 1,. 
1968 may apply for this exemption, 

Certain elderly persons are en- 
titled to an exemption provided 
they were 70 years of age on Jan, 
1; was domiciled in Massachusetts 
for 10 years preceeding Jan, 1; 
owned and occupied such real 
estate as his domicile as of Jan, 1;

monwealth for the preceding five 
years consecutively,

Junco Not Really Winter Bird 


Perhaps most of us first knew 
the slate-colored junco as ‘‘the 
snowbird.”’ 

These are the small, sparrow= 
sized birds that have a plumage 
pattern that reminds one of the 
purple-topped turnip-dark above 
and white below. Many persons 
notice them because they visit 
near homes in the winter and they 
have bills which appear to be white, 
All textbooks refer to the bill as 
**pinkish” but its contrast with the” 
slatey head color makes it appear 
white, 

We think of these birds as har-

bingers of winter and associate 
them with snow, The truthis, how= 
ever, that the slate-colored junco 
can be found in all New England 
states except Rhode Islandin sum-= 
mer, It is not a reliable summer 
bird in Connecticut but does occur 
there some summers in the higher 
elevations, 

In fact, the slate-colored junco 
breeds all the way down the Appa- 
lachian crest into northern 
Georgia, The reason few persons 
see them in summer lies in the 
fact that so few of us spend much 
time on mountain tops, For the 
junco essentially is a cold weather 
bird and it breeds either in the 
near arctic, or it moves south= 
ward to the mountain or hilltops 
that provide cool summer weather. 

Even though most persons are 
familiar with adult juncos, they 
probably would not recognize the 
young that fly about mountain top 
thickets in summer. The young of 
the year are dingy little sparrows 
with dark stripes that run the 
length of the body. By fall, all 
juncos, young and old, have adopted 
the turnip pattern of dark feather 
on the back and chest and white 


beneath, 

In many respects, the junco is 
our most reliable winter visitor - 
at least in southern New England. 
The winter population in northern 
Maine and northern New Hamp- 
shire usually is rather sparse, 
They are, in fact, morecommonin 
summer in these northern regions. 
But many winter even as far north 
as Quebec, To test whether there 
are juncos in the neighborhood, all 
one need do’ is throw a few hand= 
fuls of bird feed on the lawn, If 
juncos are abundant, there should 
be a few eating the seed within 
hours, If they are present, but not 
abundant, it might require a week 
to attract them, Once they find a 
reliable handout of seed, they are 
likely to remain in the neighbor- 
hood all winter. They are worth 
having around because they eat 
many weed seeds during the winter, 

The late Edward Howe Forbush 
wrote of the junco: ‘**A bleak gray 
day in early winter - bare trees 
standing stark and black against 
a background of white snow = and 
in asheltered, brush-filled corner, 
a flock of lively little gray and

Gold Exhibition At Museum 


A brilliant array of gold from 
two thousand years of ancient 
American artistry opens at the 
Museum of Fine Arts December 5 
in'an exhibition organized by the 
Boston Museum and the Art In- 
stitute of Chicago, The 136 objects 
represent the finest work of the 
goldsmiths of prehistoric Peru, 
Ecuador, Colombia, Panama, 
Costa Rica and Mexico, 

The exhibition, originating in 
Boston, has been drawn from 29 
public and private collections, 
Special armed guards have been 
added to the museum’s security 
staff to keep a 2-hour watch 
over the irreplaceable and in- 
valuable collection, 

The gold objects span the era 
from the Chavin culture of Peru 
in the 5th century B. C, to the 
sophisticated Mixtec culture of 
pre-conquest Mexico, Crafted by 
ancient goldsmiths who mastered 
all the techniques known today, they 
include gold necklaces, pins and 
pendants; ear spools, nose rings 
and mouth masks; headdresses 
and breast ornaments; helmets 
and crowns; beakers, ceremonial 
knives, funerary masks and votive 
figures. 

Gold in ancient Attaricn was 
considered a sacred element of 
divine origin symbolizing awesome 
power and a close alliance with the 
Sun God, The Indians valued the 
precious metal as a beautiful and 
lasting material that could be 
fashioned into magnificent orna= 
ments, rather than as a means of 
exchange, 

When the Spaniards arrived in 
the New World in the 16th century 
they were overwhelmed by the 
glittering magnificence of goldthat 
adorned women and tribal leaders, 
graced the tables of chieftains 
and accompanied illustrious dead 
to their graves, The Conquista- 
dores ordered thousands of gold 
pieces melted into ingots or coins 
to increase the capital of the 
Spanish court, The: few objects 
that escaped the plunder, including 
those in the exhibition, were 
funeral offerings and tomb fur- 
nishings that remained hidden in 


“burial tombs until recently, 


“ The exhibition shows the dis- 
tinctive styles of the three main 
gold-crafting regions of Pre= 
Columbian America, The earliest 
gold pieces are splendid Peruvian 
plaques and ornaments of ham- 
mered sheet gold, 

The art of goldsmithing spread 
northward to Ecuador, Colombia, 
Panama and Costa Rica, Although 
many different styles developed 
in this large area, the cultures 
shared a common imagery based 
on a bestiary of symbolic animals 
such as alligators, birds, cats, 
juguars and frogs as well as the 
human figure. These ornaments 
and jewelry were usually cast 
and resemble small, three-dimen- 
sional sculptures, 

Gold working came to Mexico 
only four or five centuries before 
the conquest, yet the Mixtec gold- 
smiths produced the finest gold 
of ancient America. Decorated 
with detailed repousse and fine 
cast filigree, their gold orna= 
ments are characterized by great 
finesse and delicacy. 

The objects are displayed in 
small shadow=box cases lined with 
richly colored velvets and fitted 
with special narrow beam lighting, 
The more elaborate pieces are on 
small rotating pedestals and large 
objects are placed on free-standing 
pedestals, To heighten the visual 
impact of the objects, the gal- 
leries are completely dark ex-= 
cept for the lighting of the gold, 
Museum designer Duncan Smith 
designed the display with assist- 
ance from Miss Julia Green and 
the cases were built by the 
museum’s installation crew headed 
by Vincent Cerbone, 

The exhibition was selected and 
catalogued by Allen Wardwell,

What remains to be said about Benjamin 
Franklin? 

Insurance companies, magazines, sociologists, 
scholars, scientists, diplomats and businessmen all 
regard him as one of their own. 

But Ben Franklin was a printer and newspaper- 
man first, last and always. 

Like so many newspaper publishers today— 
particularly publishers of weekly newspapers—he 
was apprenticed as a printer in the trade at an 
early age. At 24 he became sole owner of The 
Pennsylvania Gazette, the largest and most suc- 
cessful newspaper in the Colonies. Later he 
branched out into book and magazine publishing, 
started a chain of newspapers, and pioneered 
many publishing innovations (such as hiring news- 
paper correspondents) which have become com- 
mon in the industry. 

Ben Franklin always thought of himself as a 
printer and newspaperman. He never “‘lost touch”’ 
with the Pennsylvania Gazette. On his tombstone 
he directed that the words ‘“‘Benjamin Franklin, 
printer...’ be engraved. One of his many apho- 
risms about journalism still finds prominent place 
on the walls of newspaper offices: ‘“‘That if all 
printers were determined not to print any thing ’til 
they were sure it would offend nobody, there 
would be very little printed.” 

Ben Franklin proved that a newspaper run on 
sound business principles can both make money 
and perform a public service. He and his news- 
papers were basically different from earlier Colonial 
publishers and their newspapers. He made Amer- 
ican journalism respected, a respect which found 
formal place in the First Amendment to our 
Constitution, 

Franklin showed intelligent young men what 
they can do, in newspaper work. Ever since his, 
time, newspapers have provided generations of 
young men with a rich and satisfying life. 
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Daddy of them all

Mencken said—a “three-ring circus.”” And news- 
papers today still serve as essential stepping-stones 
for those who later branch out into other related 
lines of work,

FRIGID FISH 


The hard -to-explain disap- 
pearance of game fish during 
the winter months can be most 
perplexing, especially when the 
fishin’ itch in a guy’s casting 
arm doesn’t respect a seasonal 
layoff. 

For many fishermen, cold 
weather and lack of prospects 
are tolerated without too much 
complaint. But, ask the experts 
at Mercury Outboards, what’s 
a man going to do when he still 
wants to go fishing, regardless 
of the elements?
